May Testify Before the Senate Phil- 


ippines Committee. 


Washington, April IS. — Senator 


Eawlins, oelore the senate committee 
on Philippines, aubmitteci the follow- 
ing names of men -whom he thought it

vation of tlie native Bora is naturally 
divisible into two flelds—first, the 
broader, higher plane of enlightened 
public sentiment regarding tbe protec- 
tion of plants in fteno'ral. and, second, 
the ImmetiUite steps that orast be tafe- 
en to save eerfciin of the more showy 
or interesting forms now threatened 
with extertninflUmi. 


"I would udvoc-site the establishment 


of a nations!) society aiming to do for 
plants what the Auduboo society has 
so wel.l-done for birds. This of course 
should be in nowise a technical botan- 
ical society, but an organization adapt- 
ed to children, young people aud ««tt;ire 
lovers in general. 


"With relatively Blight modifications 


the constitution of the Audubou society 
could be adapted to the needs of an or- 
ganization, of thJa kind, for which I 
venture to suggest the name, Torrey 
society. There could be no more fitting 
memorial to this celebrated botanist 
than a society devoted to the preserva- 
tion of the plants he loved so well." 


Mr. Knowlton'is much in favor of in- 


culcating both a knowledge of and lore 
for the wild Bowers among the C-hU- 
dren ol' the public schools and advo- 
cates the establishment of school gar- 
dens.

' WHEAT CONDITIONS IDEAL. 


Indications Are For n Greater Crop 


i

The weather during the last few 


weeks has betni ideal for wheat, anu 
the belief is general that it made 
amends largely for tbe drought, that 
threatened to destroy the crop in its 
early stages, says a dispatch from Chi- 
cago to tbe St Louis Post-Dispatch, 
American farmers seeded last fall 32,- 
000.000 acres of winter wheat an area 
4,000,000 acres in excess of thnt which 
they reaped in the summer. This great 
planting, far surpassing any others in 
the history of American farming, will 
offset the damage done to tha crop by 
the long dry spell, and careful inquiry 
in the wheat producing states gives 
reason to believe that the yield of this 
year will be as large as if uot a trifle 
larger thajD the record making crop of 
last year. The yield last year was- be- 
tween 400.000,000 and 425,000,000 bush- 
sis. 


Missouri farmers have planted 800,- 


000 acres more of wheat this year than 
they had out last year. The crop is in 
pood shape. Heavy yields are expected 
in Illinois, Nebraska arid on the Pacific 
ooflst-. TCanwi* has lost 1,000,000 acres 
of the 5.833,000 it planted. Oklahoma, 
Texas and Kentucky have lost
